TOKYO — The government'§ saw 
“real danger” that Japan would be 
compelled to take military steps to 
prevent “a Chinese attack on our 
garrison at Tientsin or a massacre of 
Japanese at Pieping.” Japan soon 
will inform the powers, including the 
United States, what policy she will 
pursue in the Tientsin-Peiping area 
south of the Great Wall. 

TIENTSIN—Chinese were appre- 
hensive that the Japanese campaign 
to conquer Jehol province would mean 
military operations below the wall. 

CHINCHOW—dJapan held the full 
length of the Chinchow-Peipiao rail- 
way. leading from Manchuria into 
Jdehol, which provided them with a 
railhead jumping-ofi place for the big 
drive, scheduled to begin in a few 
days. 
CHANGCHUN —A __ report was 
heard that General Lui Kuei-Tang, 
commander of 15,000 Chinese troops

LONDON—The cabinet decided 
that Britain could not act independ- 
ently to bring about an effective em- 
bargo on arms shipments to the far 
east. 


TOKYO REVEALS DANGER 
OF CHINESE INVASION 

TOKYO, Feb. 22.—(7)—A _ gov- 
ernment spokesman said today there 
is “real danger” that Japan will be 
compelled to take steps to protect 
Japanese nationals in Peiping and 
Tientsin endangered by the impending 
military campaign to conquer the 
province of Jehol to the north. 

The government intends soon to in- 
form the ambassadors of the principal 
powers interested in China of the poli- 
cy it will pursue concerning the Peip- 
jng-Tientsin area. These ambassadors 
(one of whom naturally would be the 
American representative) will be told, 
the spokesman said, that the army has 
no plan to carry the Jehol opera- 
tions south of the Great Wall of 
China.

Barring an unexpected shift at the 
last minute, three of those to sit 
around the White House council table 
with the next chief executive will be 
from the east, three from the south, 
two from the midwest and two from 
the west. 

Of the ten, but one named had 
remained a secret until now—that of 
Daniel C. Roper, of South Carolina, 
as secretary of commerce. 

Homer Cummings. of Connecticut, 
is understood to be slated for gover- 
nor general of the Philippines; put- 
ting at rest reports that Mr. Roose- 
velt intended to leave in that high 
post, for the time being at least, his 
distant relative, Theodore Roosevelt 
Junior. 

Norman H. Davis, by invitation of 
the president-elect in New York to- 
day, will remain as head of the Amer- 
ican delegation to the Geneva arms 
conference, assuring continuity of this 
country’s policy there.

Prominent Atlantan Was

Aquilla J. Orme, 58, widely known 


Atlanta lawyer and businessman, died 
at his home, Habersham and Valley 
roads, early Thursday morning from 
a heart attack he suffered Wednesday 
morning. 

Following his graduation at the Vir- 
ginia Military Institute and comple- 
tion of a course at the Atlanta Law 
School, Mr. Orme was a practicing 
attorney in Atlanta for many years, 
leaving active practice ten years ago, 
when he was associated with Marion 
M. Jackson, to accept the presidency 
of the Atlanta Trust Company. After 
the sale of the trust company to the 
Citizens and Southern National bank 
he had been in charge of the liquida- 
tion of the former and a member of 
the liquidation committee. 

Mr. Orme was a former member of 
the board of the Georgia Baptist 
hospital, a member of the First Bap- 
tist church and of ail the prominent 
clubs in the city. 
In banking, political, social and 
civic circles there were few more pop- 
ular citizens of Atlanta than Mr. 
Orme. He was a member of city 
council for three terms and was chair- 
man of the finance and police com- 
mittees of that body.

Stock After Market 
Crash. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 22.—()— 
An amazed senate investigating com- 
mittee learned today that while the 
National City bank was selling out 
its customers in the frenzied days fol- 
lowing the market crash of 1929, it 
set aside $2,400,000 for interest-free 
loans to protect its own hard-pressed 


officers. 

While this was being established 
by the banking committee, Senator 
Wheeler, democrat, of Montana, on 
the floor of the senate scathingly ar- 
raigned Charles E. Mitchell, chairman 
of the National City’s board of direc- 
tors, as a result of the latter’s tes- 
timony that to avoid paying an in- 
come tax in 1929 he took a loss of 
nearly $2,800,000 by = selling bank 
stock to a member of his family, to 
be rebought later. 

- “The best way to restore confi- 
dence in the banks,” Wheeler said, 
“would be to take these crooked presi- 
dents out of the banks and treat them 
the same as we treated Al Capone

S. Rentschler, president of 
the bank, told the committee of the 
loan fund for the institution’s offi- 
cers. The money was advanced, he 
said, without interest and sometimes 
without security as a means of sus- 
taining the morale of the organiza- 
tion. 

Under examination, he disclosed 
that only about 5 per cent of the loans 
have been repaid, and that they have 
been written down and transferred by 
the bank to its sectirity ‘affiliate; the 
National City Company. 

Rentschler described a plan under 
which employes of the bank were per- 
mitted in 1929 to buy its stock at 
$200 and $220 and acknowledged that 
although installment payments have 
been taken from their salaries since, 
they still owe more than the shrunken 
market value of the securities. ; 

Several times during the bank presi- 
dent’s testimony, Ferdinand Pecora, 
committee counsel, questioned whether 
banking laws had been violated, but 
Rentschler denied they had. 

Pecora raised the point particularly 
when he- developed that during the 
three years ending in 1930, the Na- 
tional City Company, borrowing from 
the bank, sold 1,950,000 shares of the 
bank stock to the public for $650,- 


Rentschler denied this was a Vice 
lation of the law forbidding a nation- 
al bank to sell its own stock, but said 
he would not like to see it done again. 

Earlier in the day Mitchell, chair- 
man of the bank, told of participation 
by the security affiliate in joint ac- 
counts for trading in copper stocks 
and acknowledged he “wouldn’t do it 
again.” 

Questioned by Pecora, Rentschler 
said the fund for loans to the bank’s 
officers was created by action of the 
board of directors November 13, 1929, 
shortly after the stock market crash. 

About 100 officers of the bank and 
its security affiliate borrowed. from 
the fund. he said, without interest and 
some without security. 

The accounts were closed out De- 
cember 15, 1930, he said, some being 
written off and others transferred to 
the company.

‘WORLD: ARMS CUT 


Norman Davis Asked To 
Continue Peace Parley 
at Geneva.

HYDE PARK, N. Y., Feb. 22.—(#) 
President-elect Roosevelt spread his 
activity in international affairs today 
to the subject of disarmament and 
ordered a continuation of the present 
American policy in the impending Ge- 
neva parley. 

Conferring with Norman H. Davis, 


American representative in the arms 
and economic negotiations, just before 
leaving his New York city home to- 
day Mr. Roosevelt asked. him to con- 
tinue as acting chairman of the deie- 


gation at Geneva. 

The president-elect emphasized to 
Davis that he regarded reduction of 
world armaments one of the most vi- 
tal and important matters of the pres- 
ent time. 

He remained over several hours in 
New York to consult with Davis and 
also to confer with William H. Wood- 
in, who was announced last night as 
the Roosevelt secretary of the treas- 
ury. Jesse E. Jones, of Texas, the 
probable new chairman of the Re- 
construction Kinanece Corporation, was 
also at the Woodin parley. : 

Most of bis urgent problems, in- 
eluding the selection of his cabinet, 
were out of the way when Mr. Roose- 
velt entered the heavily guarded mo- 
tor caravan that brought him and 
members of his party to Hyde Park, 
75 miles up the Hudson river, late in 
the day from New York.

DISARMED WORLD 
SOUGHT BY HITLER 


German Chancellor Of- 
fers To Scrap Army If 
Other Nations ~ Follow 
Suit.

BERLIN, Feb. 22.—Chancellor 
Adolf Hitler, whom political oppo- 
nents depict as a saber-rattling be- 
liever in big armies and navies, com- 
mitted himse]£f unequivocally today to 
a policy of universal and complete 
disarmament. 

“We are willing to go to any 
lengths to further the ideal of dis- 
armament,” the chancellor told the 
Associated Press. . 

Then, raising his voice passionate- 
ly and giving a punch to every word 
with an emphatic gesture or a vigor- 
ous nod of his head, he continued: 

“But, we insist that the same stand- 
ards shall apply for all. Do away 
altogether with armies if : you’ please 
and Germany will gladly scrap hers 
also.” 

This declaration by the new chan- 
cellor was one of the marginal notes, 
so to speak. emphasizing the points 
in a written memorandum which _ he 
handed the correspondent at the con- 
clusion of the interview. 

“You have submitted a number of 
questions,” said Herr Hitler, who was 
dressed in his customary black suit, 
black shoes, white shirt and black tie, 
with u nazi swastika in the lapel of 
his coat.

AS BOARD ADJOURNS 


Rountree, Reluctant To 
Testify Again, May Be 
Forced To Appear Be- 
fore Board, Says Sisk.

In an unexpected statement to the 
special committee investigating alleged 
job-selling in his department, Com- 
missioner of Ag-iculture G. C. Adams 
late Wednesday announced the dis- 
missal of J. W. Rountree, director of 
the bureau of markets and former 
Adams campaign manager. 

Commissioner Adams announced 
that he had “severed” Rountree’s con- 
nection with the departmect after the 


before the committee that he had 
received for campaign contributions 
with written memoranda that con- 
tributions were made with the con- 
sideration that the donors would be 
rewarded with jobs if Adams was suc- 
cessful and that in the event they 
did not recéive satisfactory .appoint- 
ments their contributions would re- 
turned to them. Rountree had insist- 
ed to the committee that Commis- 
sioner Adams knew of each and every 
transaction between Rountree and 
the campaign contributors. 

Rountree would make no statement 
concerning his dismissal save to say 
that he was “sorry Mr. Adams chose 
such a course.” 

The former bureau head said he 
would not again appear before the 
committee “unless forced to.” Senator 
J. T. Sisk, of Elberton, said, however, 
that he was certain the committee 
would want more testimony from 
Rountree and that he would hale 
Rountree before the bar of the senate 
for contempt in the event he refused 
to testify. 

Refusal To Quit Rumored. 

Adams’ statement to the committee 
climaxed a day of rumors during 
which it was reported the commission- 
er had called upon his former cam- 
paign chief to leave the department 
and that Rountree had refused. One 
witness had been heard between Roun- 
tree’s appearance and the time the 
commissioner informed the committee 
' wished to make a statement. 

Standing before the dias of the su- 
preme court, where the hearing was 
held, Adams read the following state- 
ment, which apparently had been 
prepared while the witness to follow 
Rountree was being questioned : 

“Gentlemen : 

“I wish you to understand that lL 
welcomed this investigation because 
of the rumors floating around. I also 
desire to express my appreciation of 
the fair and thorough manner of the 
investigation. 

“The department, and I as head 
thereof, cannot approve or permit 
some of the things that have been 
disclosed, and I have expressed that 
disapproval by severing the connec- 
tion of Mr. Rountree with the depart- 
ment. 

‘I trust this committee has been 
convinced of the true situation, but 
if further information is desired, we 
are anxious to supply it to the ex- 
tent of our ability.’

Adams would not comment further 
on the statement after the hearing 
adjourned until 2:30 o'clock this aft-

CHARGES OF LONG 


-i|x-Army Advocate May 


File Suit, He Indicates 
in Reply. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 22.—(?)— 
A coldly legal defense against vitriolic 
charges by Senator Huey P. Long, 
democrat, Louisiana, came to the sen- 
ate today from Brigadier General 
Samuel T. Ansell, retired, with an 
indication the next round will come 
in the courts. 

Coupled with these matters was an 
unsuccessful attempt on the part of 
Chairman Howell, republican, Ne 
braska, of the special campaign 
funds committee looking into the 1932 
Louisiana democratic senatorial pri- 
mary to get up for action a request 
for more money to continue the in- 
quiry. ; 

Ansell, counsel for the committee, 
made his reply to Long’s accusations 
in a lengthy statement put into the 
Congressional Record by Senator 
Bailey, democrat, North Carolina, 
who explained the general was a con- 
ev and native of North Caro- 
ina. 

Long’s charges included assertions 
that the attorney was “a crook and 
scoundrel” and forged the order mak- 
ing him war-time acting judge ad- 
vocate general of the army. 

Part of Reply Deleted. 

A paragraph on the bottom of the 
statement, in which Ansell said he 
soon would take advantage in_ the 
courts of Long’s promise on the floor 
to waive his senatorial immunity for 
libel suits, was edited out by Bailey 
before the statement went into the 


d| Record’? He gave no explanation. 


Opening his answer, Ansell said 
Long had “revived accusations con- 
clusively proven to be false at the 
time they were uttered many years 
ago,” and throughout refrained from 
replying to the bitter personal appela- 
tions heaped on him by the senator 
in a three-hour speech yesterday. 

As for Long’s accusation that he 
engineered the escape of Grover 
Cleveland Bergdoll, the draft dodger, 
from prison, which caused. Long to 
label him “the pot-of-gold attorney,” 
Ansell said this was not a true pic- 
ture of his part in the case. 

He explained Bergdoll’s counsel 
had told him Bergdoll had money hid- 
den in various places and wanted to 
leave prison under guard and get it, 
and was asked to present the matter 
to the war department, continuing: 

Nothing To Do With Case. 

“This I did in writing, stating that 
the representatives were those of repu- 
table Philadelphia attorneys whom I 
believed, but beyond that I myself 
knew nothing. 

“The war department granted the 
authority and, without conference 
with me and without my knowledge, 
itself prescribed the size of the mili- 
tary guard, selected the soldiers who 
comprised it and gave the soldiers all 
their orders. I knew nothing further 
about the matter and was never in the 
slighest touch with it.” 

As chief law officer of the army 
during the war, Ansell continued, he 
“incurred the enmity of certain high- 
ranking militarists and certain politi- 
eal and fireside patriots by insisting 
that military power should never en- 
eroach on civil rights.” This enmity, 
he said, also was based on his ef- 
forts for revision of the articles of 
war, and for acting as counsel after 
the war for a house committee investi- 
gating military expenditures; ._ 

Answers “Forgery” Charge. 

Ansell said 12 lawyers of national 
repute and the war department had 
subsequently reviewed the Bergdoll 
case and the committee’s evidence and 
“eompletely exonerated me.” 

“The senator (Long) made _ the 
statement that by forgery or by false 
representations I brought about the 
order that made me the acting judge 
advocate general of the army during 
the war. The absurdity of that state- 
ment leaves nothing to answer.” 

Howell’s efforts to obtain consid- 
eration of a resolution for more money 
with which to continue the Louisiana 
investigation were blocked by objec- 
tions from Senator Clark, democrat, 
Missouri, who did not explain them. 

The Nebraskan notified his col- 
leagues that Ansell had recommended 
the hearings in New Orleans which 
the committee has just ended, and add- 
ed that “the work of this committee 
is but partly done.” 

Long, who spoke for about half an 
hour today, devoted most of his com- 
ment to defending the gubernatorial 
record of himself and his successor, 
Governor O. K. Allen, which he said 
had resulted in good roads, good 
schools and lowered taxes “for the lit- 
tle man” at the expense of corpora- 
tions.

Only One Man Between 
Georgian and Chair- 
manship of Committee.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 22.—(Spe- 
cial.) —Senator Walter F. George, of 
Georgia, will move up at least two 
notches on the foreign relations com- 
mittee and may even succeed to the 
chairmanship of that important body 
if cabinet posts are accepted by Sen- 
ator Claude Swanson, of Virginia, and 
Senator Thomas J. Walsh, of Mon- 
tant, as reported. Both of the lat- 
ter senators are members of foreign 
relations and Senator Swanson would 


have been in line for the chairman- 
ship had he remained in the chamber. 

As the situation now stands in the 
face of the reported Swanson and 
Walsh cabinet acceptances, Senator 
Key Pittman, of Nevada, and Senator 
Joseph T. Robinson, of Arkansas, pres- 
ent minority leaders, will be the only 
two democratic members of the com- 
mittee outranking the Georgia sen- 
ator in seniority so far as the chair- 
manship is concerned. Senator Pat 
Harrison, of Mississippi, is still an- 
other democrat of higher rank, but 
his decision to take the chairmanship 
of the finance committee when reor- 
ganization of the chamber is effected 
eliminates him from consideration. He 
cannot hold both. ; 

The same rule against holding two 
major offices will also tend to elim- 
inate Senator Robinson, who will be 
the new majority leader, thus leaving 
the Nevada senator as the only bar- 
rier between Senator George and the 
chairmanship of what is regarded as 
the second most important body of 
the chamber. 

Senator Pittman himself may have 
to make a choice between the chair- 
manship and the president pro tem. of 
the senate, since he has beex the 
party candidate in the past few years 
for the latter office, but he clarified 
the Situation somewhat tonight by an- 
nouncing that his preference was for 
the committee. 

Under an old precedent established 
some years back, holders of the four 
chief organization offices in the sen- 
ate, majority leader, assistant leader, 
whip and president pro tem., are pre- 
claded from taking the chairmanship 
of an active committee. As explained 
by Senator Pittman, however, the 
precedent is i0t binding and the mat- 
ter will be decided by the democratic 
steering committee. If called upon to 
make a choice, however, he said his 
preference would be the foreign rela- 
tions post.

Daladier Defeated

plea by Premier Edouard Daladier, the 
senate tonight refused in principle the 
government’s request for a large re- 
duction in military expenditures. The 
vote was 170 to 133. 

Playing a part in the action was a 
speech by former President Alexandre 
Millerand, who declared that the Euro- 
pean situation made a strong national 
defense imperative.

asked an appropriation of $75,000 for 
his office, but his request was reduced 
to $50,000. 

Another drastic cut made Wednes- 


day night was in the comptroller gen- 
eral’s office. In 1932 the comptroller 
general spent $160,000, and the budget 
commission recommended $150,000 for 
each of the years of 1934 and 1935. 
The committee, however, slashed this 
appropriation to $100,000, with some 
members arguing that salary cuts in 
the department could help make up 
the difference. 


The commission recommendation of 
$50,000 for the forestry and geologi-

recognize that he has a right to his 
opinion.

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JAPANESE THREAT 
IS SEEN BY VINSON 


Georgian Urges Upbuild- 
ing of Navy To Main- 
tain Nation’s Power. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 22.—(#)— 


The threat of increasing Japanese and 
decreasing American influence in the 
far east was described to the house 
teday by Chairman Vinson, of the na- 
val committee, as one reason congress 
should vote for a bigger navy. 

Speaking on the naval supply bill 
allowing $315,000,000 for the navy 
during the next fiscal year, the Geor- 
gia democrat said. 

“The international situation today 
is far from reassuring. ‘This is no 
time to scuttle the navy and jeopard- 
ize the safety of our country. Rather 
must we proceed to build up that 
navy to the relative strength provided 
by the Washington and London 
treaties. 

“I wish hereby to give notice to the 
house that with the convening of the 
next congress, I prepose to introduce 
a bill providing for the upbuilding of 
our navy and to use my utmost en- 
deavor to have it enacted into law. 

“Building . . . must be along grad- 
ual and progressive lines in order that 
the ships may be constructed with 
the greatest economy. With such a 
program, our navy can be built up 
with an expenditure, for new  con- 
struction, of about $63,000,000 per 
year, and that sum is the amount that 
is available for expenditure. during 
this fiscal year.” 

Vinson said the navy should be sub- 
jected to stringent and necessary econ- 
omies, but added that “if we are to 
remain a great power and a great 
force for good in this troubled world. 
we must have the will to do so, the 
will to provide a proper navy.” 

After saying that the army and 
navy together cost only 15.3 per cent 
of the total federal appropriations, he 
added: 

“Why, gentlemen, the citizens of 
this country spend more each year 
upon perfume alone than is spent for 
the maintenance, upbuilding and op- 
eration of the navy.” 

He said that of a 5-3 treaty ratio 
with Japan this country has less than 
five-ninths of the number of underage 
ships that Japan has. Comparing the 
“underage” strength of the United 
States and Japanese fleets, he said 
the United States has 14 modern de- 
stroyers, Japan 72: the § United 
States 19 cruisers, Japan 29; the 
United States three aircraft carriers, 
Japan four.

Farmer Shoots Nephew Fa- 
tally and Then Commits 
Suicide. 


LINCOLNTON, Ga., Feb. 22.—) 
H. W. Ulm, 38, was shot fatally near 
here today by J. H. Deason, 60, who 


later killed himself by sending a shot- 
gun charge through bis head. 

Deputy Sheriff W. A. Hammond to- 
night said there were several wit- 
nesses to both — and no in- 
uest would be held. 
: Hammond said Deason had been ill 
for about a month. He went to Par- 
tridge’s store, near here, this morn- 
ing. the deputy said, and after an 
urgument with Ulm, a nephew by 
marriage, shot the younger man with 
a pistol. Ulm died later in a near-by 
house. a : 
After the shooting, Hammond said, 
Deason returned to his home nearby, 
obtained a shotgun and started back 
toward the store. As witnesses to 
the first shooting approached he 
placed the gun against his head and 

fired. 

Both Deason and Ulm lived near 
the scene and both were farmers. Ulm 
formerly was cashier of the Bank of 
Lineolnton. 

Deason is survived by his wife, who 
underwent an operation three days 
go, and five children, Julian and 
Murray Deason and the Misses Eliza- 
beth, Alma and Lilly Deason. 

Ulm is survived by his wife and a 
two-year-old son, H. W. Ulm Jr. 


GRANTVILLE NEGRESS 


FOUND SLAIN IN HOME 


GRANTVILLE, Ga., Feb. 22.— 
Minnie Lou Pew, colored, was found 
dead in her home where she lived 
alone by neighbors this morning. 
Coroner Owens, of Newnan, and 
Sheriff Banks were summoned. The 
one-room house where she lived was 
the seene of a terrible fight, furniture 
and bedding was strewn everywhere 
and blood was spattered upon the bed 
and walls, 

The coroner's jury returned a ver- 
dict of death from a Skull fracture 
caused by a blow from some heavy in- 
strument in the hands of parties un- 
known. 


Horse Pershing Rode in France 
Killed at Benning as Mercy Act 


FORT BENNING, Ga., Feb. 22.— 
(*)—Mr. Downing, World War vet- 
eran, companion of General Pershing 
and other military leaders during his 
long career in the army, is dead. 

Mr. Downing was only ten years 
old when he joined the American ex- 
peditionary forces in France. But 
ten years is the prime of life for a 
horse and as Mr. Downing was an 
aristocrat among horses, with a sleek 
bay coat and high intelligence, he 
Was at once assigned to genera] head- 
quarters. 

There he caught the eye of Gen- 
eral Pershing, who rode Mr. Down- 
ing as his privaté mount. After the 
Armistice he went with the army of 


occupation to Germany, where he an- 
swered the commands of General Hen- 
ry T. Allen. 

Back at Fort Riley, Kansas, after 
the war, Mr, Downing became an out- 
standing performer in cavalry maneu- 
vers and was a contender for the 
American Olympic team of 1920. 

He was transferred to Fort Ben- 
ning in 1926. where he became the 

rsonal mount of Major General 

ampbell King, the commandant. 

The years took their toll and Mr. 
Downing’s health failed. Recently he 
became blind. 

An army inspector was called in 
to determine what disposition was to 
be made of him and a coup de grace 
ended his sufferings.

NEW EDUCATION PLAN

ATHENS, Ga., Feb. 22.—A new 
system of education, making the uni- 
versity an institution for promoting 
scholarly and professional work and 
placing higher learning on a new 
plane of achievement, was advocated 
by President Robert : . Hutchins, 33- 
year-old head of the University of 
Chicago, in a Washington Day ad- 
dress in the University of Georgia 
chapel Wednesday morning.

The press of Missouri is generally | 
up in arms over the proposal in the. 
legislature of that state to abolish | 
the highway patrol on the ground) 
that it “serves no useful purpose.” | 

Setting forth that this claim is | 
not borne out by facts, the St. 
Louis Globe-Democrat recites that, 
during its 13 months of existence 
the patrol has “‘recovered 381 stolen 
automobiles and a great quantity of 
other stolen property, and has made 
many arrests, running from the 
theft of chickens to bank robbery 
and murder, besides about 3,500 
arrests for various motor vehicle 
offenses and registration violation.”

| Technocracy. 


_ Technicians and engineers unques- 
tionably merit the admiration of ev- 
erybody. It is their work which per- 
mits human _ society to waste 
the forces of nature. Finding them- 
selves face to face with immovable 
natural forces, they conquer them, 
they canalize them ard transform 
them from inert matter into rational 
aids in the service of mankind. This 
magnificent achievement, however. 
makes them think, at least some of 
them, that human society obeys the 
same laws as nature and that social 
science is about the same thing as 
natural science. 

Human society is irrational, well, 
the engineer, the technocrat is going 
to rationalize it, just as he has ra- 
tionalized technical organization in 
the factories of Ford or Bethlehem 
Steel. In the face of nature the en- 
gineer feels himself almost almighty. 
Why should he not be tempted to 
transform human society in the same 
absolute-manner? ‘That is the aim 
and objective of technocracy. It is 
true that the technocrats repudiate 
the term socialism, but it is also true 
that their plan carries all the char- 
acteristics of utopian socialism. 

The great utopians of the begin- 
ning of the nineteenth century, Saint- 
Simon, Fourier and Owen, thought 
exactly along the same lines. The 
only difference is that they made no 
use of the word rationalizing. They 
used other terms. The technocrats. 
for instance, attack money. They 
want to modify the monetary system. 
Well, Proudhon thought that every- 
thing would be right if there were 
cheap credits. The technocrats want 
to make borrowing at interest impos- 
sible. Of course, the circumstances in 
present day society, centralization of 
capital and the concentration of en- 
terprise, make it possible for the téch- 
nocrats to advance their plan in a 
much more comprehensive form than 
the utopian socialists of a century 
ago. I mean that the co-ordination of 
all activities on a vast national, or 
even international plan, looks far 
more feasible than a century ago. But 
the more one studies the plan of the 
technocrats, the more it resembles 
this old utopian socialism. 


Sayings of 
Stalin. 


What was stated in this place a 
week ago about the bad situation in 
which Russian agriculture finds it- 
self and this not being the fault of 
the farmers, is now strikingly con- 
firmed by a statement of Stalin him- 
self, who is reported to have said:

No matter what you 
call a farm, private or collective, it 
must be worked in order to yield, You 
can’t sit down and look at it from a 
distance. The soil is a hard task- 
master. It breaks and bends those 
that serve her. Machines may. make 
man’s job lighter, but nevertheless, the 
earth requires man’s constant atten- 


tion, if she is to feed him.

A tuberculosis patient in a hospital! 


writes a long letter describing his ex- 
perience, from the beginning of the 
illness up to the present. The letter 
closes with a fine after-thought: | 
“Give me the _ super-consien- | 
tious doctor at all times in prefer- 
ence to the careless one even if 
the former is more expensive.” 

The patient says his illness b ~an 
with pleurisy with effusion (fluid ac- 
cumulating in the chest). He had the 
care of “the best of specialists,” and 
the fluid was repeatedly aspirated 
from the chest. The specialists seemed 
unable to make a definite diagnosis. 
But they were conscientious special- 
ists, and they finally sent the patient 
to a distant city to another specialist 
who, they thought, might be able to 
diagnose the nature of the illness. 

The big city specialist examined and 
studied the patient over a period ot 
ten days. He was puzzled and in turn 
sent the patient to a hospital where, 
he said, they would make a closer 
study. In the hospital another spe- 
cialist was conscientious enough to 
admit he was stumped, and this spe- 
cialist sent the patient to a place 
where they were better equipped to 
deal with such cases. 

In the last hospital the patient was 
given various tests, X-ray examina- 
tions, and what not. And he says— 
“While these doctors were scratching 
their heads and trying to dope it out 
nature healed me. All of this was 
very expensive and a large part of the 
money was spent in folfowing the ad- 
vice of doctors who were simply trying 
to anticipate the possibility of tuber- 
culosis or- perhaps cancer. However, 
they have my praise instead of con- 
demnation, despite the cost.” 

Then the patient gves on to tell the 
experiences of five other patients in 
the same hospital. Each had gone to 
a physician early in his illness and 
had received some prescription and 


| sultation. 


the advice to return if the trouble 
didn't clear up in a few days. Three 
of them, including an athlete, had 
hemorrhages before their physicians 
recognized the disease, or frankly di- 
agnosed tuberculosis. 

From his own experience, as well as 
the stories of these.other patients, the 
correspondent concludes that a little 
more carefulness about the examina- 
tion at the first visit.to the physician 
would improve the record of the mod- 
ern treatment of tuberculosis. 

There is some extenuation for the 
carelessness of the doctor about mak- 
ing a thorough examination the first 
time the patient comes to his notice. 
Many patients positively decline to 
submit to any very complete physical 
examination then, Others require a 
good deal of persuasion on the part 
of the doctor to go through with such 
examination. Perhaps the majority of 
patients resent the effort of the doc- 
tor whem he does try to carry out a 
complete examination at the first con- 
We need not discuss the 
reasons for such attitude.

This 
impossible division into victor states, 
which therefore have the right to live, 
and the vanquished, which therefore 
have ‘ess claim on life, is unbearable 
and leads to general distrust and, in 
consequence, to rivalry in armaments, 
“In ‘tself, it is a matter of indif- 
ference to us what systems of defense 
other natione desire to introduce. Let 
them have professional armies 80 far 
as we are concerned. 
“It ig not a matter of indifference, 
however, whether one nation possesses 
100.000 meu without reserves while 
another with its allies can, in the 
event of war. mobilize over 12,000,- 


“Nor is it a matter of indifference 
whether one nation has been complete- 
ly disarmed technically, while anoth- 
er through possession of the most mod- 
ern weapons of attack, has over ten- 
fold superiority 

“We were compelled by the treaty 
of Versailles te disarm not in order 
that 13 years later discussions about 
systems of defense should ensue, but 
in order tha: other peoples might be 
placed in position to disarm. For this 
disarmamen* we have been waiting

On Stand for an Hour. 


Rountree was on the witness stand 
for more than an hour. He read a 
prepared statement of more than 5,000 
words and then was subjected to a 
long cross-examination by Senators 
Sisk and Campbell and by Represent- 
atives Strickland, of Douglas county ; 
Myrick, of Chatham county, and John- 
son, of Semimole, comprising the com- 
mittee. 

In his prepared statement, Rountree

CHINCHOW, Manchuria, Feb. 22. 
(P)—The entire Chinchow-Peipiao 
railway was in the hands of the Japa- 
nese army today, and in the Peipiao 
terminus they were provided with an 
excellent railhead jumping off place 
for their drive to clear the Chinese 
forces out of the province of Jehol. 

When General Yoshimichi Suzuki's 
troops marched into Piepiao yester- 
day they found the city deserted. The 
railroad tunnel from Nanling, a few 
miles to the east, had been damaged 
by the Chinese, who also attempted to 
blow up a bridge to check the Japa- 
nese advance, 

From Peipiao the Japanese will 
move across the province of the City 
of Jehol. Thus far, according to 
army sources, the operations have been 
merely preliminary to the major of- 
fensive scheduled to begin on Friday. 

Several clashes between Japanese 
and Chinese have occurred in other 
sectors. The town of Tungliao, Man- 
churia, about 200 miles north of Chin- 
chow, and close to the border of 
Jehol, was threatened by 2,000 mount- 
ed Chinese and Mongolians. ‘At Kai- 
lu, the gateway to Jehol on the north- 
east, there was additional fighting, 
and last night a force of Chinese ir- 
regulars: attacked a Japanese column 
near Koupangtzu, Manchuria, with 
numerous casualties on both sides. 

Chinese irregulars in the Tungliao 
area were bombed by Japanese airmen 
who had orders to clear the way for 
the troops which will move into Jebol 
from the north. : 

Japanes sources said there was much 
bitter dissensions among Chinese war 
lords seeking the leadership of the Je- 
hol forces. it was reported that 
Tang Yu-lin, governor of the province, 
had been made subordinate to General 
Chang Tso-Hsang, who was elevated 
to the positicn of commander-in-chief.

He has had 
a busy five days since returning from 
the southland. 

Has Widespread Program. 

In that time, he has completed vir- 
tually his cabinet and embarked on a 
broad field of endeavor in world eco- 
nomics and war debts. A series of un- 
precedented conferences with the of- 
ficial representatives of Great Brit- 
ain, France and Canada, put this pro- 
gram well on its way. 

Discussing the world disarmament 
problem with newspapermen today, 
the president-elect showed a full un- 
derstanding of the American policy 
for limitation of the power of offense 
as the formula for reduction. 

He said he hoped for early and 
successful action at Geneva, although 
no time has been set for resumption 
of the general conference. Committees 
ars now at work. 

He intends that separate action be 
taken on the arms and economic is- 
sues although he is willing that Mr. 
Davis proceed also with his work 
abroad on the economic parley as well 
as on the arms delegation. 

Silent on Far East. 


Asked tonight if he had an ap- 
pointment with Secretary Stimson 
here, the president-elect said he did 
not. Reminded that action by the 
League of Nations on the far eastern 
question is probably on Friday, he 
showed that he realized this. There 
was no comment, 

Tomorrow afternoon, Mr. and Mrs. 
Roosevelt will motor to Albany. He 
will attend the annual dinner of the 
Albany newspaper correspondents at 
night. Mr. and Mrs. Roosevelt will 
spend the night as guests of Governor 
and Mrs. Lehman at the executive 
mansion. They will return here Fri- 
day. Unlike previous occasions, the 
route of Roosevelt up the Hudson val- 
ley today was lined with waving citi- 
zens. It was their first glimpse of 
Roosevelt since his attempted assassi- 
nation. ae

A six-point plan for the rebabili- 
tation of -business was outlined Wed- 


ton businessman and president of the 
Chamber of Commerce of the United 
States, in an address at the Forum 
luncheon given by the Atlanta Cham- 
ber of Commerce on the Ansley roof. 

These six points advocated the bal- 
ancing of all government budgets, na- 
tional and local; the unshackling of 
business by amending the Sherman 
anti-trust act so as to permit, with 
restrictions, certain combinations of 
business; the restoration of agricul- 
ture through some system of allot- 
ment, not, however, the same plan em- 
bodied in the allotment bill; the ex- 
tension ot and perfection of the bank- 
ing system; shorter hours of labor, 
and an equitable adjustment of foreign 
debts so that barriers to commerce 
could be removed. 

Taking as his subject. ‘The Chang- 
ing Business World,” Mr. Harriman 
began by lauding Atlanta as a point 
of communication and as a city which 
had produced men like Joel Chandler 
Harris, Henry W. Grady and General 
John B. Gordon. 

“The impression used to be that 
financial panics, like plagues, were 
inevitable,” Mr. Harriman continued. 
“But in time science’ eliminated 
plagues and epidemics of disease. Pos- 
sibly in time we may be able to fore- 
stall depressions in business.” 

He pointed out that the present de- | 
pression had unusual qualities, and | 
that definite action would be neces- 
sary if the country emerged from it. 
|He called attention especially to the 
fact that, whereas in 1837 90 per 
cent of the population lived on farms, 
and was able to stand these depres-

sions better, now only 30 per cent 
are on the farms. 

“The great problem now is to re- 
store commodity prices to their 1922 
level and give employment,” Mr. Har- 
riman added. He then outlined his 
six-point plan. 

“I favor some sort of incentive to 
be given to farmers to reduce their 
crops,” he continued. “I am not in 
favor of the present allotment bill 
in congress, although something of 
that kind could be worked out. Sen- 
ator George, of your state, offered a 
good suggestion. It was to give to 
cotton growers the cotton now held 
by the farm board in return for their 
agreement to reduce this year’s acre- 
age.” 

He then gave a detailed explanation 
a the other features of the six-point 
plan. 

Preston S. Arkwright, president of 
the Georgia Power Company, in 
thanking Mr. Harriman for his speech, 
blamed business for its lack of co- 
ordination in handling these prob- 
lems. 

“Instead of working together—in- 
stead of developing a gang spirit—we 
each work for our own little enter- 
prise, and when we get in trouble we 
— to the government for help,” he 
said. 

Ronald Ransom, vice president of 
the Fulton National bank, introduced 
Mr. Harriman, and Herbert  E.

ment that when the opponents have 


Takeout, it is very often most profit- 
able to pass partner’s Takeout Dou- 


certain conditions. 

Let us assume that the opponents 
have opened the bidding with one of 
a suit and your partner has doubled. 
The Penalty Pass of partner's Double 
of a suit bid of one should very rare- 
ly be used. A few months ago, one 
of the leading experts was on the 
point of entirely discarding the use 
of the Takeout Double as an attack- 
ing weapon, as he said it seemed to 
be his fate that his Takeout Doubles 
were almost invariably left in by his 
partner on doubtful holdings. Al- 
though the phrase “almost never’ 
seems a litth strong, one might say 
that partner's Double of one of a 
suit actually should almost never be 
left in. A sound pass should have 
4 practically sure trump tricks. When 
I say “sure trump tricks” I am trying 
to convey the :smpression that trump 
holdings which consist of tenaces are 
by. no means sure, as, usually, in de- 
fending with hands of this type, you 
are likely to be caught in several end- 
plays. In other words, a sound pass 
of your partner's Double of one heart 
would consist of something like six 
hearts to th. Queen-Knave-Ten and 
an outside Ace or King. 

The reason for this strictness in 
leaving a Double of one of a suit 
should be quite apparent. Partner's 
Takeout Double may very often have 
its strength massed chiefly in a solid 
suit of its own, with about 1 1-2 
honor-tricks ou the side. Since we no 
longer use the Jump Overcall as a 
strength-showing bid, it is imperative 
to double on certain strong hands 
whose strength may be massed in 
two suits. There certainly is noth- 
ing sketchy about a Takeout Double 
of one heart. holding: 


Spades AKQJxx 
Hearts —— 

Diamonds K Q 
Clubs K J 


However, if one’s partner passes 
the Takeout Double, holding: 


Spades xxx 
Hearts Q1096 2

than 1 1-2 honor-tricks. A good play- 
er will never make a Takeout Double 
of an opposing one no-trump bid on 
the minimum requirements necessary. 
Holding a bare 3 1-2 honor-tricks and 
indifferent distribution, it is best to 
pass and await developments. There- 
fore, with the knowledge that your 
partner’s Double probably has at least 
4 honor-tricks. it is usually safe to 
pass with but 1 1-2 or even a little 
less in your own hand. Although you 
are occasionally taking a slight gam- 
ble in so doing, it has beén found to 
pay richly in the long run. You 
ean readily afford to exchange the 
few times that the contract is made 
for the frequent large scts, and even 
when the contract is made, there is 
no longer any bonus for fulfilling it, 
and naturally a game cannot. be 
scored. 

It should not be necessary to add 
that light Penalty Passes of. no-trump 
Doubles must be followed up with 
Grade A defense. I have seen in- 
stances of experts passing their part- 
ner’s Double of an opposing no-trump 
hid on as little as a King and a Queen, 
and in so doing find themselves 1,000 
or 1.400 points richer above the line 
at the end of the hand. Remember 
that it is always possible that your 
partner’s Double might be a maximum 
Double rather than a minimum.

It was a complete English victory, ,... 

English driver, English motor, Eng- 
lish tires, English mechanics and Eng+ 
lish nerves. 

Probably there is not another set 
of nerves in the world like those of #7 
the debonair Englishman who at 48 i274 
years of age is in absolute possession 
of the world’s high speed record. 

In four tries he has never failed to 
Set a new record. He has never tried 
more than once—a run down and 
back. He does it without any fan- 
fare beyond a bit of helping out by 
the Daytona Beach publicity bureau 
now and then. 

He has never fallen for the urge # 
to try it again. Nor does he go in 
for commercial advantages. He ar- & 
rives, breaks the record, and departs. 

Campbell’s iron nerves are not 
those of a teetotaler. Yet he does not 
enter into our national arguments. 

Told when he arrived in New York 

that the United States had not yet 

voted for beer, he dryly remarked, | 

“I don't suppose, though, there is any : 

lack of it?” 
Campbell mixes well, attends 22:2 5 | iiss 

bridge parties, dinners and theater parties. He is a fluent talker. 

For recreations he likes checkers, bridge, reading and riding 
a bicycle. He is especially fond of his bicycle. 


His two hobbies are driving a car in which some day he 
hopes to reach 300 miles an hour, and going off in search of 
buried treasure. 


Back of it all, of course, is a government interested in de- 
veloping engines for use, if need be, in time of war. Campbell 
used an airplane motor in his big car. The government sends 
him each year to test out motors and car building. 

Campbell, by driving at a terrific speed on a rough 
beach, proved that he could control his car easily. 

The poor visibility offers an astounding illustration of what 
he had to do. At best he could see only a mile ahead. He 
covered this distance in about 13 seconds. Had some object 
Sg up he would have only those few seconds in which to 
avoid it. 

England is already far advanced in high speed mo- 
tors. Out of Daytona Beach has come supremacy in 
airplane motors and in high speed engines for England. 
Out of the big brick track at Indianapolis has come 
supremacy in stock cars for America. 

Notified in England of her husband’s new record, Mrs. 
Campbell remarked, ‘Quite a fine effort. He’ll be disappointed 
in the speed.”” More iron nerves. 

And an entire lack of hysteria about the whole thing.

BILLS PENDING 


Bills calling for the establishing 
of commissions to control horse rac- 
ing and boxing within the state re- 
ceived the attention of the Georgia 
legislature yesterday and one of them, 
which would place the regulation of 
boxing in the hands of three ex-serv- 
ice men, was given approval by the 
senate committee. 

A commission which would regulate 

betting on horse races in the state 
was provided for in the bill intro- 
duced in the house by Rogers, of 
Wayne, and Crawford, of Union. Un- 
der its provisions, the commissivn not 
only would be authorized to affix the 
various dates for races, but also 
would regulate the purses for the va- 
rious events. Three members, appoint- 
ed by the governor, are to make up 
the commission and each commission- 
er will be paid $1,800 annually. The 
chairman will receive $600 additional 
to that salary and the secretary of 
the commission shall receive a salary 
of $3,600. 
All expenses of the commission, in- 
cluding salaries, are to be paid out 
of fees and license money the com- 
mission shall collect. The bill also 
specifically states that the commis- 
sion shall have the power to govern 
and regulate all races and that the 
voters of each county must approve 
the bill before any races are held in| 
that county.

BEACH ROUGH. 

“The beach was so-rough,” the 
driver declared “that on several oc- 
casions [ thought I was gone. If l 
had not been able to contro] the car 
so magnificently. I should have landed 
either ir the sand dunes or in the 
ocean. 

“The visibility was very, very bad, 
and my car was snaking, or zig-zag- 
ging all over the bumpy beach. First, 
I was heading for the sand dunes, 
and the next instant I was heading 
for the sea. On both my runs, there 
were times when I could see no dis- 
tance, whatever, ahead. I just had 
to guess and trust to luck. 

“T certainly had a tough time keep- 
ing the machine from running all over 
the beach. It was one of the worst 
feelings you can imagine. I had to 
correct my course so rapidly and so 
many times, that I constantly was in 
danger of losing control of the car. 

“Onee during my runs, I hit two of 
the guide flags staked out on the out- 
er side of the course to help me steer, 
and I smashed them to splinters. 
Frankly. it was the roughest ride 1 
ever had. and I'll multiply that :

Campbell covered the kilometer, 
which i: approximately five-eighths of 
a mile, in 8.18 seconds for a speed of 
971.802 miles an hour on his first 
run, on his second run over that dis- 
tance, he was clocked at 8.24 seconds 
for a speed of 271.472 miles an hour.

Corbett outfought and outpunched 
his rival in six of the rounds, accord- 
ing to the count of the referee, who 
called one session even and gave three 
to the champion. 

The Fresno lefthander’s battle plan 
included a killing pace from the start. 
He shot in long lefts to the chin that 
had Fields missing as early as mid- 
wav of the opening round. 

Outguessing Fields as the latter 
bored in, head down, the new cham- 
pion jumped back after every drive 
to counter with lefts to the body that 
jolted much of the fight out of his 
opnonent. 

For the fourth time in the history 
of boxing the name “Corbett” proved 
the downfall of a champion. The 
Fresno Italian followed a long line of 
illustrious predecessors that started 
when James J. Corbett punched the 
heavyweight crown from the head of 
the weary John JT. Sullivan. 

THE ORIGINAL.

United States and Great Britain is 
a rare actor, he was deadly in earnest 
about the whole thing, with no lean- 
ing towards any mere ballyhoo to 
keep the Sarazen name in print. 


Sarazen’s Idea. 


“In the first place,” Sarazen said, 
“T have never expected to get any- 
thing like an eight-inch cup. 

“But I do think that a larger cup 
is needed to build up a beiter all- 
around balance for the game of golf. 
As things are now, putting, which is 
too often a matter of luck or one 
day’s touch and timing, plays far too 
large a part in any 18-hole round. 

“I'll give you a few examples. A 
golfer steps up and hits a fine drive 
down the fairway. Then he plays a 
great iron shot to within six, seven 
or eight feet of the cup—just far 
enough away to miss most of the 
putts from this range, unless he hap- 
pens to be in the midst of a putting 
streak. His opponent barely strug- 
gles on the green in two—and gets a 
half. Or his opponent isn’t on the 
green in two, but chips up and sinks 
the putt for a half. 

“Now the finest shot in golf is the 
long iron to the pin, and one of the 
finest is the pitch up near the cup. 
With the smaller cup these shots are 
not often rewarded. They are met by 
putts which rim the cup—which flut- 
ter on the edge—which just miss— 
and there is a stroke wasted.”

BANKS IN MICHIGAN 
WILL REOPEN TODAY 


DETROIT. Feb. 22.—(#)—The 
question of how much money will be 
available to depositors in Michigan's 
banks tonight remained largely unset- 
tled. as the state’s 530 institutions 
prepared for reopening. 

Under the terms of Governor Wil- 
liam A, Comstock’s proclamation, all 
banks, closed for the past eight days 
under an emergency order. must re- 
open Thursday for limited business. 
The Detroit Clearing House Associ- 
ation, however, has announced that 
the 5 per cent withdrawal permitted 
depositors since last Thursday will 
he continued—virtually extending the 
holiday as it was proclaimed last 
Tuesday by the governor.

COUZENS BANK BILL 
ADOPTED BY SENATE 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 22.—(/)— 
The senate today adopted without de- 
bate the Couzens resolution authoriz- 
ing the comptroller of the currency 
to adopt any emergency regulations 
for national banks that are applied 
to state institutions by state legisla- 
tures. 

The proposal, which now goes to 
the house, was brought up by Sen- 
ator Couzens, republican, Michigan, 
and put through unanimously witb- 
out a word of discussion. 

The measure is designed primarily 
to make ible a limitation on with- 
drawals from national banks if states 
take such action. 

A roposal being considered by the 
Michigan legislature would segregate 
frozen and liquid assets of that state’s 
banks and permit withdrawals of 
those deposits that are supported by 
the liquid assets.

AWAITING ACTION 


Plan Seems Surest of 
Farm Relief Proposals 
To Reach White House. 


By WILLIAM L. BEALE. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 22.—(4)— 
An emergency plan for helping the 
cotton-growing south tonight topped 
the heap of farm-aid bills that are 
piled up at the capitol awaiting a 
chance to get on the statute books be- 
fore the March 4 deadline. 

The measure, already passed by the 
senate, now has the approval of the 
house agriculture committee and is 
scheduled for democratic leaders for 
consideration on the floor. It would 
offer participation in a government 
cotton pool as an incentive to farmers 
to curtail their 1933 production. 
With the legislative jam threaten- 
ing even major supply _ bills—and 
President Hoover outspoken in his op- 
position to the house-approved domes- 
tic aNotment plan—the cotton bill to- 
day seemed the surest of any direct 
farm relief proposal to reach the 
White House. 

Bills to ease the mortgage burden 
are on the legislative calendars of 
both branches. In the senate it is the 
Hull-Walcott plan to have the Recon- 
struction Corporation finance a two- 
year moratorium on farm and small 
home foreclosures. In the house it is 
the Steagall measure to authorize ex- 
tensions on federal land bank mort- 
gage payments.

The cotton bill sponsored by Sena- 
tor Smith, democrat, South Carolina, 
would create a board of six in the 
agriculture department. It would be 
financed by the Reconstruction Cor- 
poration and authorized to purchase 
from the secretary of agriculture and 
farm board all government controlled 
cotton stocks plus any government 
cotton still held by the Red Cross for 
relief distribution.
